WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The anthra- 


cite coal strike commission met at 2 
o'clock this afternoon in the hearing 
room of tho interstate commerce com- 
mission. All the members of the com- 
mission were present, occupying seats 
•upon the bench. Mr. Mitchell, president 
of the United Mine Workers, and Dis- 
trict President Fshey appeared for the 
miners, and the coal carrying roads were 
represented as follows:

The members of the commission are all 


in the city. Notwitnstanding there arc 
quite a number of details to be arranged 
the members of the commission are hope- 
ful the.' they will j>e able to complete 
the 
preliminary arrangements at 
one 


fitting. So far as the operators and t"hc 
miners have expressed themselves, they 
have indicated a willingness to subordi- 
nate their drsires in tho matter of time 
and place of hearing to the wishes of 
the commission. It is the general un- 
derstanding that practically nil of the 
'.neetings for the taking of testimony 
will be held in the anthracite regions and 
it is believed that the commission will 
be able to get to work during the pres- 
ent week. 


Dirt'KR AS TO QUESTIONS. 


Another preliminary 
question which 


will require attention is that as to the 
questions to be taken up by the com- 
mission. Mr. 
Mitchell 
who 
reached 


Washington at 2 o'clock this morning, 
accompanied by District President Fahey 
will prcs* for a very general inquiry, 
while it is understood that the operators 
will seek to restrict the inquiry. 


Dr. Charles P. O'Xeil, assistant record- 


er of the commission, called upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today to pay hi* respects. 
Although the president 
feels that the 


matters 
involved are now out of 
his 


hands, he took occasion to impress upon 
his visitor.-, the great importance of the 
investigation and the far-reaching char- 
acter of the results to be achieved. 


PRINCIPALS PHOTOGRAPHED. 


lieforc opening the 
proceedings the 


members of .!»• commission and the rep- 
resentatives of the 
contesting parties 


were photographed. Judge Gray, 
the 


president of the. commission then read 
tlic order of the president creating the 
commission and in a general way out; 


lined the proceedure to be followed in 
ih <: presentation of the issues. 


He stated that in accordance with the 


immemorial 
practice among 
English 


speaking people the commission would 
first receive the statements or demands 
of the miners who were to be regarded 
for the purpose of thio cajc as tho prose- 
cutors. 
The reply of .the order would 


then be beard. Judge Gray said in order 
that -the commission might have before 
it a definite issue. 


At the conclusion of Judge Gray's re- 


marks President Mitchell stated that he 
had with him the formal- demands made 
by the miners upon the operators and 
at the suggestion of Judge Gray he rend 
the statement of the miners 
demands 


adopted by the Shamokin convention the 
rejection of which resulted in the strike. 


Walter Edward Wey! was also present 


as a representative of the miners. The 
hearing room was crowded with the peo- 
ple interested in the case and with spec- 
tators. 


BAER TOUCHY ON UNION. 


President Baor objected to the appenr- 


nnce of Mr. Mitchell as n representative 
of the United Mine Workers, but he had 
no objection to offer against Mr. Mitch- 
oil's appearance as a representative of 
the anthracite coal miners generally. Mr, 
Baer's object was to avoid the recogni- 
tion of the mine workers nnion as an 
order. Mr. Mitchell replied that objec- 
tions rftised as to his status were not in- 
volved in the ease, lie said that he up- 


as A representative of the anthra- 


cite coal miners and distinctly refrained 
in his reply from mentioning the union. 


Presidents Baer and Thomas suggested 


to the commission that it proceed at 
once to the coal fields in order that it 
might be informed at the outset as to 
conditions there. 


ACCESS TO BOOKS DENTED. 


It was agreed that Mr- Mitchell should 


file with the commission next Monday 
a detailed statement of the claims of the 
miners. 
The statement he read today 


was a preliminary statement of the case. 
The representatives of the operators an- 
nounced that they would file nn answer 
thereto within three days of that time. 
It was suggested thai each side to the 
controversy appoint an expert to go 
through the books of the coal companies 
for the purpose of securing data upon 
which to work 
but Preaident Baer and 


other representatives of the companies 
immediately objected and suggested that 
they would furnish whatever information 
is needed. This question precipitated a 
long discussion in which the coal presi- 
dent and the miners .representatives took 
part. 


The commission decided to begin its in- 


vestigation into the conditions in the 
anthracite coal region? Thursday of this 
week, commencing with District No. 1, 
in which Scranton is located. 


The commission adjourned at 3:40 to 


meet in Scrauton, Pa., next Thursday 
morning. 


FAST RESUMING WORK. 


WfLKESBARRE, Pa... Oct. 27.—There 


are more mines in operation in the an- 
thracite region today than at any time 
since May 12 last when the strike began. 
The Lehigh region continues to be a bar- 
ren spot. The employes of Pardcc & Co., 
and Coxe Bros. & Co., are still idle. The 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Co. started 
up its collieries in the Lehigh region to- 
day. 


. Ninety-five percent of the mines in the 


Wyoming and Laskawanna. region arc 
now in operation and there will be a 
large increase in the output today. The 
output at the collieries of the Delaware, 
Lnckawanna and Western company and 
the Delaware and Hudson company will 
be espeeiallj- heavy. In 
sonift 
of the 


mine* there are ninny difficulties to be 
overcome. Falls are of frequent occur- 
rence, and this retards mining. 


HARD COAL SELLS FOR $0.50. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—With tracks 


compara'tively free from passenger traffic 
all the anthracite roads rushed trains 
eastward on Sunday to fill the gap in the 
coal marts caused by the great strike. 
More than 10,000 tons reached the re- 
ceiving yards otid piers in Jersey City 
and its neighborhood. That coal will bn 
divided into small lots and put on the 
retail market today with 
the 
under- 


standing that consumers shall not be re- 
quired to pay more than ?6.50 a ton for 
it in any instance. Some dealers even 
went so far as to promise they would 
sell il to the poor at the rate of ten 
cents a bucket, which really would be 
S0.60 a ton. 


1,000 
REFUSE TO WORK. 


TAMAQUA, Pa.. Oct. 27.—Park Place 


colliery, operated by Lentz &. Co., situ- 
ated between Mahanoy City and Delano, 
did not resume today owing to the fact 
that tho operators refused to take back 
fifteen union men discharged because of 
the claim that they were ring leaders in 
the disturbances which occurred during 
the strike. The union held a meeting 
yesterday and the members decided by 
a unanimous vote to stay out unless 
these men were re-instated. 


This strike affects nearly 1,000 men 


and boys. 


MUST SHOW PAY ROLLS. 


Before adjourning it was agreed that 


the 
operators 
should 
submit: sworn 


statements of their pay rolls, etc., and 
that Mr- Mitchell should have an oppor- 
tunity of verifying them through the 
miners. 
If discrepancies, were found it 


was agreed that the commission should 
adopt an auditor whoio findings should 
govern the board. 


While the commission wns in session 


the mine operators proposed to place, a 
special train at the disposal of the com- 
mission if it was decided -to visit the 
mines, 
After adjournment the commis- 


sion in executive session decided to re- 
ject this offer of the operators.

CAR SHORTAGES FEARED 


End of Coal Strike Causes Unusual 


Demand—WiH Tax Railroads 


Heavily. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Railroad offi- 


cials declare that the indications of a 
serious car shortage 
throughout the 


country are becoming more and more 
pronounced and the outlook is causing 
no little apprehension, pa3's the Journal 
of Commerce. The movement of general 
freight, cast and west bound, is report- 
ed to be uniisually..beavy. Under normal 
conditions the principal lines would find 
their facilities heavily taxed. 


The termination of the coal strike, 


however, and the resumption of mining 
has resulted in an abnormal demand lur 
cars of- all kinds suitable to carry cral 
by the anthracite roads and Ihe heavy 
coal shipments arc expected to severely 
tax the hauling power of these lines. 


All rail grain has not yet started to 


come forward to any great extent, but 
will begin to move in large quantities 
next month, and then, judging from all 
present indications, the officials declare 
the lines will witness one of the great- 
est 
car shortages on record. All 
the 


trunk lines arc using their utmost en- 
deavors to enforce the per diem agree- 
ment to hurrv the return of their cars.

FIT OF ANGER 


TEMPTS MAN 


TO MURDER 


Frederick Voge of Franksville Would 


End Life of Wife and Self 


SHOT GUN AND REVOLVER 


USED BY FRENZIED FARMER 


Woman Dod£««, Only Portion at Charge- 


Entering Her Doad—1T111 Bccovcr— 


Husband'! Wounds Such That 


110 May Not Recover 


Attempted murder and suicide- in the 


little village of Branksvillc late Satur- 
day afternoon excited the residents to 
the highest pitch. Frederick Voge, 74 
years old, fired at his wife with a double 
barreled shot gun, filling the back of her 
head with shot, then he shot himself in 
the neck with a revolver. 


The first known of the terriEle affair 


wna when Mrs. Voge ran from her homo 
and rushed into the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. K. Bones, a 
near 
neighbor, 


screaming and blood flowing from her 
•hcW; and Mr. Voge leaped through a 
window, his face and head being a mass 
of- blood and gore. 


MEDICAL AID DELAYED. 


Op account of the reputation of tho 


man.as being a. person of violent temper 
it was some time before any one would 
go near him, and he lay on tho ground 
bleeding and groaning. 
Finally he was 


carried into his house. The village phy- 
sician wa3 absent from home and it was 
over two hours before he arrived houie 
to give medical aid. 


Examination revealed that five or six 


shot had tnkcn effect in the back of Mr*. 
Vogc's head. These were removed and 
she was able lo be up and around, suf- 
fering some pain, but in no danger of 
dving, and in an hour she could converse 
and talk freely. 


HUSBAND'S- CHANCES EVEN. 


Not PO with her husband, however, for 


he bad shot himself in the neck, the ball 
glancing up. tearing away the glands of 
the rieck and coming out of the side of 
the face. Immediately after the shoot- 
ing Sheriff Baumann was phoned and 
wfth Deputy Donald hurried to the scene. 
Owing to the condition of Voge the phy- 
sician said it would be imposnible to 
place him under arrest and lock him in 
jail, but the man was conscious and kept 
yelling, "Let me die, .let ,me die." His 
wife wanted him taken awny at once 
for she was afraid- of'iira1 and so were 
the-people in the village. Sunday after- 
noon, the sheriff again Visited the vil- 
lage ar.d last rJght arrested Voge and 
brought him in to the .St. Luke's hospit- 
al. Chances of recovery are about even. 
Mrs. Voge was as well as ever, except 
for-the few wounds made by the shot 
entering her head. 


COUPLE'S EARLY HISTORY. 


Mrs. Voge and people in the village, 


told the story of what led tip to the af- 
fair. Mr. Voge is a German 74 years of 
age. and for many years was a farmer 
living near Tcss Corners. He married 
when quite young nnd a number of child- 
ren were born. He was always known ag 
a man of violent temper and friends 
generally feared him. His wife died and 
his children scattered, ore son locating 
near Ives Grove, a daughter in some oth- 
er part of- the county, and there were 
other childrenr 


Mrs. Voge was formerly Mrs. Busack 


of Milwaukee, and she is over GO years 
old and a fine looking woman. She also 
had children by a, former marriage, two 
sons being ministers,, one at Burlington, 
Wis., «nd the other at Milwaukee, where 
she lived for years. 


Three years ago Voge settled in tho 


Sown of Franksville, keeping house him- 
self. It appears that he was acquainted 
with Mrs. Busack and something over a 
year ago married and brought her to 
Franksville and they occupied a house 
near the Congregational church. 
LEFT HUSBAND BUT RETURNED. 
From the first week of their marriage 


Voge displayed a disposition to be ugly 
to his wife, and treated her mean, in fact 
was insanely jealous of her and had fix- 
ed his 
property 
interests 
so that a 


daughter would get it when he passed 
away. His treatment 
became so bad 


that she left him and went back to Mil- 
waukee and was a.way three months. 


The man went to Milwaukee and beg- 


ged her to return, but she refused to 
even see him, telling him that she was 
afraid he would kill her. He assured 
her that he had no gun and even turned 
his pockets inside out to assure her. 
Then slie admitted him. Persuasion on 
bis part and influence of a minister pre- 
vailed upon her to return. It was not 
long bfore his meanness again commenc- 
ed aud she w»s mortally afraid he would 
kill her, but continued to live on. 


DODGED MOST OF CHARGE. 


Saturday afternoon she yrent .to- ft 


neighbor's, Mr. Dietrich, for a short vis- 
it. When she returned ho proceeded to 
abuse her for leaving tho house and 
words ensued. He threatened to kill her 
and started for another room to secure 
a ehot gun. Mrs. Voge ran out of the 
house and started for the home of Mrs. 
J. K. Bones. As She passed through the 
gate, or was near it, her husband fired 
the gun at her through the window, the 
charge carrying away eash and - glass. 
As it' happened Mrs. Voga ducked her 
head and only five of the shot took ef- 
fect, otherwise her head would have been 
shot off. There was another shot heard 
in a.few moments. Then 
Voge came 


through the window, attempted to climb 
a fence leading into the Bones premises, 
but fell exhausted to the ground. 


VOGE WAS PERNICIOUS. 


Naturally 
the whole village people 


were aroused and it was thought at first 
Mrs. Voge had been shot with a revolver, 
but when the doctor came this fear was 
allayed and it was found that she was 
not dangerously -hurt, and after tho shot 
were removed from lier head sic was able 
to sit Tip and walk around the house and 
she told the people of her troubles with 
Voge and what treatment he had meted 
out to her in the way of giving her mon- 
ey, compelling her to account for every 
cent and that he would never permit her 
to leave her borne, but insisted on her 
remaining with him and half the time 
he was asleep. 


TIRED OF LIVING. 


Voge was not in a condition to make 


any statement and the only words he 
uttered was to yell, "Let me die, let me 
die." He was buried to tht hospital here 
for the reason bin wife insisted on him 
being arrested and kept in custody, be- 
ing afraid that be would get up and 
again seek her life. Residents were also 
afraid that he would harm them or their 
property. 


Children of Mrs. Voge came to Franks- 


ville and fhe will go to live 'at her old 
home in Milwaukee. If he lives, Voge 
will be arrested snd prosecuted on charge 
of attempted murder. 


Mrs. Voge is highly spoken of by the 


Franksville people, having a pleasant and 
genial 
disposition and was 
liked by 


very-body, while her husband had a. vio- 
lent temper and the people feared him, as 
did the wife.

Scientists have always been cognizant 


of a continuous and gradual deviation of 
the earth's magnetic influence, and "a. cor- 
recting factor is accordingly applied in 
the calculations of the navigator and 
surveyor. The necessity for a close and 
careful annual chocking of tlic earth's 
constantly changing magnetic poles is 
made apparent by. some very significant 
facts presented by Sir William Preece. 
In studying the influence upon c compass 
needle of tiie Manacles Rocks, of the

The amount of wages paid out 
in 1DOO was $2,320,333,877 and employes 


trust concerns only received 81/. per 


cent oi this sum.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The mem 


bcrs of the strike arbitration commission 
appointed by President Kooaevelt met at 
the White House shortly after 10 o'clock 
this morning and wont into conference 
with tho president. 
E. E. Clark, presi- 


dent of the Order of Railway Conductors 
was the first member of the commission 
to arrive. 
He readied the White House 


at exactly 10 o'clock. Bishop Spaldin; 
accompanied by Dr. D. J. Stafford of 
this-city, was the next to put in an ap- 
pearance. Gen. Wilson wlio arrived a 
moment later, was followed by Tlios H. 
Watkins and Carroll D. Wright, the re- 
corder of the commission. Then came 
E. W. Parker, the mining expert. Judge 
Gray of the United States district co.urt, 
wiis the last member to reach the White 
House. With his arrival the commission 
was complete. Several of the members 
had never before met. The introductions 
were made in Secretary Cortelyou's of- 
fice and immediately thereafter the com* 
mission ascended the stairs to the prea 
iclcnt's reception room. 


GREETED BY PRESIDENT. 


The president greeted the members of 


the commission cordially. The interview 
wn.i brief, lasting scarcely twenty min- 
utes. The work to be done by the com- 
mission was informally discussed. The 
president impressed upon tho commis- 
sion the impoortancc oi expedition and 
informed them that he had decided to 
appoint two assistants to the recorder 
to facilitate the work. 


OUTLINES COJ-IJirSSION'S WORK. 
He then presented to them their in- 


structions as follows:

UNCLE SAM'S NEWEST WARSHIPS. 


It is tho opinion of competent judges 


that in Ihe newly designed ships 
the 


Louisiana and the Connecticut, the Unit- 
ed States will have two of the greatest 
warships ever bui?t. Together with the 
British fillips—the Edward VII., the Com- 
monwealth and the Dominion—they will 
comprise the five largest warships in the 
world. The Oregon and its sister ships 
had batteries of four thirteen-inch and 
e.'ght eight-inch guns, but the Connecti- 
cut and Louisiana will mount a battery 
which is ro heavy as to place these ves- 
sels practieaJly in a class by themselves. 
Ench 
carries' four 
twelve-inch, eight 


eight-inch, twervc seven-inch and twen- 
ty three-inch guns. The next most pow- 
erfully armed vessel is probably the Ed- 
ward \Tf. She also carries four twelve- 
inch, but instead-of the eight eight-inch 
she is armed with four 9.2-inch guns. 
This, of course, ie a much more power- 
ful weapon than the eight-inch gun, but 
the rapidity of fire from the eight eight- 
inch, that is to say, will be so much 
greater that there will be far more like- 
lihood of getting in an effective blow. 


It is the broadside battery of twelve 


seven-inch guns, however, that is believ- 
ed to render the Connecticut so much 
more..powerful than the Edward VII.. 
which carries onlj" ten six-inch against 
the greater number of seven-inch. An 
increase of an inch in caliber, when you 
get to the siee of a six-Inch, means a 
great increase in power. Furthermore, 
the Connecticut will carry twenty of tho 
three-inch guns, as against ten or twelve 
of the sumo caliber carried by the latest 
British battleships.

If the Nicaragua!! route 
should have been selected, the diplomat- 
ic negotiations would be conducted with 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua instead of 
with Colombia. Bonds to the amount of 
$135,000,000 probably will be sold by the 
government so as to secure funds with 
which to pay for the canaj. The bond 
sale -has not yet been decided upon.

plied on tlic semi-arid regions of the 
west to make them blossom.

of Their Demands.

THE UNION QUESTION

All Hearings to be Tnken In 


Anthracite Region, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The anthra- 


cite coal strike commission met at 2 
o'clock this afternoon in the hearing 
room of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. All tha members of the com- 
mission were present, occupying seats 
upon the bench. Mr. Mitchell, president 
of the United Mine Workers, and Dis- 
trict President Fahey appeared for the 
miners, and the coal carrying roads were 
represented as follows: 


President Baer of the Philadelphia and 


'Reading: E. B. Thomas, chairman of the 
board of the Pennsylvania Coal company 
and Hillsdale Coal and Iron company; 
Aalfred Walter, president of tho Lchigh 
Valley: W. H. Tmesdnle, president of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna- and Western, 
David" Wilcov. vice president, of the Del- 
aware and Hudson; John B. Herr, vice 
president of the Scranton Coal company 
and Elk Hill Coal and Iron company; J. 
H. Torrcy, attorney for the Delaware and 
Hudson and Frand-? I. *Gowan, attorney 
for the Lehigh Valley company.,' 


MEMBERS HAVE ALL ARRIVED. 
The members of the commission are all 


in the city. Nohvitnstanding there are 
quite a number of details to be arranged 
the members of the commission are hope- 
ful thp.t they will bo able to complete 
the 
preliminary arrangements at 
one 


sitting. So far as the operators and the 
miners have expressed themselves, they 
have indicated a willingness to subordi- 
nate their drsires in the matter of time 
and plaee of hearing to the wishes of 
the commission. It is the general un- 
derstanding that practically nil of the 
meetings for the taking of testimony 
will be held in the anthracite regions and 
it is believed that the commission will 
be able to get to work during the pres- 
ent week. 


DIFFER AS TO QUESTIONS. 


Another preliminary 
question which 


will require attention is that as to the 
questions to be taken up by the com- 
mission. Mr. 
Mitchell who 
reached 


Washington at 2 o'clock this morning, 
accompanied by District President Fahey 
will press for a very general inquiry, 
while it is understood that the operators 
will seek to restrict the inquiry. 


Dr. Charles P. O'Neil, assistant record- 


er of the commission, called upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today to pay his respects. 
Although the president feels that the 
matters 
involved are now out of his 


hands, he took occasion to impress upon 
his visitors the great importance of the 
investigation and the far-reaching char- 
acter of the results to be achieved. 


PRINCIPALS PHOTOGRAPHED. 


Before opening the 
proceedings 
the 


members of ..he commission and the rep- 
resentatives of the 
contesting 
parties 


were photographed. 
Judge Gray, 
the 


president of the commission then read 
the order of the president creating the 
commission and in a general way out- 
lined the proceedure to be followed in 
th (! presentation of the issues. 


He stated that in accordance with the 


immemorial 
practice among 
English 


speaking people the commission would 
first receive the statements or demands 
of -the miners who were to be regarded 
for the purpose of this case as the prose- 
cutors. 
The reply of .the order would 


then be heard. Judge Gray said in order 
that -the commission might have before 
it a- definite issue. 


At the conclusion of Judge Gray's re- 


marks President Mitchell stated that he 
had with him the formal demands made 
by the mi7ier3 upon the operators and 
at the suggestion of Judge Gray he read 
the statement of the miners demands 
adopted by the Shamokin convention the 
rejection of which resulted in the strike. 


Walter Edward Weyl was also present 


as a representative of the miners. The 
hearing room was crowded with the peo- 
ple interested in the case and with spec- 
tators. 


BAER TOUCHY ON UNION. 


President Baer objected to the appear- 


ance of Mr. Mitchell as a representative 
of the United Mine Workers, but he had 
no objection to offer against Mr. Mitch- 
ell's appearance as a representative of 
the anthracite conl miners generally. Mr. 
Baers object was to avoid the recogni- 
tion of the mine workers union .as an 
order. Mr. .Mitchell replied that objec- 
tions raised as to his status were not in- 


v volved in the case. He. said that he ap- 


|>s«red as a representative of the anthra- 


cite coal miners and distinctly refrained 
in his reply from mentioning the union. 


Presidents Baer and Thomas suggested 


to the commission that it proceed at 
once to the coal fields in order that it 
might be informed at the outset as to 
conditions there. 


ACCESS TO BOOKS DENIED. 


It was agreed that Mr- Mitchell should 


file with the commission next Monday 
a detailed statement of the claims of the 
miners. 
The statement he read today 


was a preliminary statement of the case. 
The representatives of the operators an- 
nounced that they would file nn answer 
thereto within three days of that time. 
It was suggested that each side to the 
controversy appoint an expert, to go 
through the books of the coal companies 
for the purpose of securing data upon 
which to work 
but President Baer and. 


other representatives of the companies 
immediately objected and suggested that 
they would furnish whatever information 
is needed. This question precipitated a 
long discussion in which the coal presi- 
dent and the miners.representatives took 
part. 


The commission decided to begin its in- 


vestigation into the conditions in the 
anthracite coal regions Thursday of this 
week, commencing with District No. 1, 
in which Scrnnton is located. 


The commission adjourned at 3:40 to 


meet in Seranton, Pa., next Thursday 
morning. 


FAST RESUMING WORK. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 27.—There 


are more mines in operation in the an- 
thracite region today than at any time 
since May 12 Inst when the. strike began. 
The Lehigh region continues to be a bar- 
ren spot. The employes of Pardee & Co., 
and Coxe Bros. & Co., are still idle. The 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Co. started 
up its collieries in the Lehigh region to- 
day. 


-Ninety-five percent of the mines in the 


Wyoming and Laskawanna region are 
now in operation and there will be a 
large increase in the output today. The 
output at the collieries of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western company and 
the Delaware and Hudson company will 
be especially heavy. In 
some of the 


mines there are many difficulties to be 
overcome. Falls are of frequent occur- 
rence, and this retards mining. 


HARD COAL SELLS FOR $6.50. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—With tracks 


comparatively free from passenger traffic 
all the anthracite roads rushed trains 
eastward on Sunday to fill the gap in the 
coal m.irts caused by the great strike. 
More than 10,000 tons reached the re- 
ceiving yards and piers in Jersey City 
and its neighborhood. That coal 'will be 
divided into small lots nnd put on the 
retail market today with 
the 
under- 


standing that consumers shall not be re- 
quired to pay more than $6.50 a ton for 
it in any instance. Some dealers even 
went so far as to promise they would 
sell it to the poor at the rate of ten 
cents a bucket, which really would be 
$6.60 a ton. 


1,000 
REFUSE TO WORK. 


TAMAQUA, Pa., Oct. 27.—Park Place 


colliery, operated by Lentz & Co., situ- 
ated between Mahanoy City and Delano, 
did not resume today owing to the fact 
that the operators refused, to take back 
fifteen union men discharged because of 
the claim that they were ring leaders in 
the disturbances which occurred during 
the strike. The union held a meeting 
yesterday and the members decided by 
a unanimous vote to stay out unless 
these men were re-instated. 


This strike affects nearly 1,000 men 


and boys. 


MUST SHOW PAY ROLLS. 


Before adjourning it was agreed that 


the 
operators 
should submit sworn 


statements of their pay rolls, etc., and 
that Mr- Mitchell should have an oppor- 
tunity of verifying them through the 
miners. If discrepancies, were found it 
was agreed that the commission should 
adopt an auditor whose findings should 
govern the board. 


While the commission was in session 


the mine operators proposed to place a 
special train at the disposal of the com- 
mission if it was decided to visit the 
mines. After adjournment the commis- 
sion in executive session decided to re- 
ject this offer of the operators.

Demand—Will Tax Railroads ~ 


Heavily. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27—Railroad offi- 


cials declare that the indications of a 
serious car shortage throughout 
the 


country are becoming more and. more 
pronounced and the outlook is causing 
no little apprehension, says the Journal 
of Commerce. The movement of general 
freight, east and west bound, is report- 
ed to be umisuallysheavy. Under normal 
conditions-the principal lines would find 
their facilities heavily taxed. 


The termination of the coaf strike, 


however, and the resumption of mining 
has resulted in. an abnormal demand lor 
cars of- all kinds suitable to carry coal 
by the anthracite roads and the heavy 
coal shipments are expected to severely 
tax the hauling power of these lines. 


All rail grain has not yet started to 


come forward to any great extent, but 
will begin to move in large quantities 
next month, and then, judging from all 
present indications, the officials declare 
the lines will witness one of the great- 
est car shortages on record. All 
the 


trunk lines are using their utmost en- 
deavors to enforce the per diem agree- 
ment to hurry the return of their cars.

Voge displayed a disposition to bo ugly 
to his wife and treated her mean, in fact 
was.insanely jealous of her and had fix- 
ed his property interests so that a 
daughter would get it when, he passed 
away. His treatment became so bad 
that she loft him and went back to Mil- 
waukee and.jwas a-way three months. 


The man went to Milwaukee and,beg- 


ged her to return, but she refused te 
even see him, telling him that she war 
afraid lie would kill her. He assured 
her that he had no gun and even turned 
his pockets inside out 'to. assure her. 
Then she admitted him. Persuasion on 
his part and influence, of a minister pre- 
vailed upon her to return.

DODGED MOST OF CHARGE. 


Saturday afternoon she went to •

He threatened to kill her 
and started for another room to secure 
a shot gun. Mrs. Voge ran out of the 
house and started for the home of Mrs. 

As she passed through the 
gate, or was near it, her husband fired 
the gun at her through the window, the

As it happened Mrs. Voge docked her 
head and only five of the shot took ef- 
fect, otherwise her head would have been 
shot off.

through the window, attempted to climb 
a fence leading into the Bones premises, 
but fell, exhausted to the ground. 


VOGE WAS PERNICIOUS.

Mrs.:Voge had been shot with a revolver, 
but when the doctor came this, fear was 
allayed and it was found that she was 
not dangerously -hurt, and.after the shot

THE MISLEADING COMPASS. 


Scientists have always been cognizant 


of a continuous and gradual deviation of 
the earth's magnetic influence, and "a cor- 
recting factor is accordingly applied in 
the calculations of the navigator and 
surveyor. 
The necessity for a close and 


careful annual checking of the earth's 
constantly changing magnetic poles 'is 
made apparent by. some very significant 
facts presented by Sir William Preece. 
In studying the influence upon is. compass 
needle of the Manacles Rocks, of the 
coast of Cornwall, upon which the steam- 
ships Mohcgan and Paris -were wrecked, 
he has discovered very extenuating cir- 
cumstances for the apparent errors of 
the 
vessels' officers. The variation of 


the influence of these rocks upon a ship's 
compass, that has occurred during the 
last five or six years, has been so great 
that a navigator setting his course ac- 
cording to the charts of five years ago 
would now be forced right onto these 
rocks. In ten years the variation has 
covered a whole degre, which in a com- 
pass is magnified to an error of one mile 
in a course of sixty miles. 


QUARLES POLICY IN FAVOR 


H!« Recommendation for I ml I an legisla- 


tion Likely to be Adapted. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—If a recom- 


mendation to be made by 
President 


Roosevelt in his forthcoming message to 
congress is adopted it will effect a most 
radical change in the attitude of the 
government toward the Indian tribes of 
the United States. The plan is the one 
proposed by Indian Commisisoner Jones 
last winter, and provides for the individ- 
ualization of the property and funds of 
the various tribes. In other words, it is 
to be recommended that so far as prop- 
erty and funds are concerned the tribal 
relations shall be dissolved. 


The proposed policy is one to which 


Senator Quarles gave.considerable atten- 
tion at the last session of congress, and 
it is the understanding that he approves 
it. Indian Commissioner Jones is non- 
engaged in collecting data, which he be- 
lieves will induce congress to give the 
subject careful attention, and if so, he 
feels hopeful that a law will be enacted, 
engrafting the plan on the Indian policy 
of the government.

Mr. Benjamin Brown, of the town of

rode on the first locomotive that ever 
passed out of Eacine on a railroad. One 
of the apples on exhibition, named "The 
Pound Sweet," was picked from a tree 
on his property. Fifty years ago he 
picked the same kind of apples from the 
same tree, and every single year since, 
not skipping one, he has picked Upples 
from the tree.

ion card then and was obliged to go 
from place to place vainly seeking help 
or a job. Senator Spooner in reply de- 
clared that there was one thing it would 
do and that was to admit bearer to a 
Democratic soup house (great applause.) 


SILVER ACT A MISTAKE. 


Mr. Spooner admitted that the silver 


purchase act of 1390 without time limit 
was a mistake and did much to heighten 
the distrust and lack of confidence and 
frighten capital.

Every prophecy made 
by Bryan as to what would happen or 
would not happen has come to naught 
and he ought to have learned in the lan- 
guage of James Russell Lowell. "Don't 
never prophecy unless you know." 


EULOGY OF McKINLEY. 


How passing strange that in this land 


there could have been found-a hand to 
deal the death> blow to William McKin- 
ley; standing before the people he loved 
so well; serving not hut-God and coun- 
try, full of the loftiest aspirations, tend- 
er, generous and considerate of every 
human being, never consciously wrong- 
Ing mortal man, he wus stricken down 
while standing under the flag which he 
had carried on many a battlefield. His 
life was an inspiration, the incomer of. 


his death a benediction.' He was ready 
to die and turned his back upon all that 
was ;dear and precious to the human 
heart. He bid farewell to that sweet 
woman who had traveled the pathway 
of life with him and his sonl departed 
into eternity as to some high festival. 


During those nerve wracking days pre- 


vious to the declaration of war against 
the United States, it was President Mc- 
Kinley who left no stone unturned to 
avoid a bloody conflict; who in spite of 
insistence from nearly every Democrat in 
congress and some Republicans that war

of the battlefield meant,

Mr. Bryan 
came to Washington and made every ef- 
fort in hiSjpowerto have the tr.eaty ced- 
ing the Philippines to us for $20,000,000 
pass the senate. Our Democratic friends 
helped to raise an army of 100,000 men 
to send over to those islands and bring 
about peace and when they were fighting 
the battles of the repiiblie, the target 
for the Filipino bullet or stab from a 
bolo knife in the hand of a supposed 
friendly amigo, the Democrats were in- 
dustriously circulating campaign litera- 
ture "urging Aguinaldo and his band of 
rebels to hold on.until the fall election 
of 1900 when the band of Tagal chief- 
tains would be installed at the head of 
the Philippine republic.

They think .that Uncle Sam 
shuld wear the same suit of clothes he 
did 100 years ago and forget that he has 
moved up from the foot of the ;t-able to 
near the head of the council of nations. 


THE PANAMA CANAL. 


A few concise reasons were given why 


the Panama canal was superior to the 
Nicaraguan route, because of its short- 
ness, straightness, that it was already 
two-fifths' completed and was free from 
earthquakes and volcanoes. 


TAKES UP TRUST QUESTION. 


In speaking of this important and vi- 


tal subject, Senator Spooner said that 
the immense combinations of today had 
come to stay; that they had been formed 
to avert ruinous competition and that 
the state was in a position to deal far 
more effectively than was the national 
government. It is one thing to decry 
the trusts but a far more difficult thing 
to legislate against them. If trusts push 
up prices too high, they will topple ovr-r 
bv their own weight, because idle capital 
will eroct'independent plants. The Dem- 
ocratic remedy for curbing power of the 
'trusts is free trade, but how would that 
effect them? It would first mean that 
the independent manufacturers would be 
forced out of business and taking the 
United States Steel corporation as an ex- 
ample, that combine would be in a posi- 
tion with all competition removed to fix 
the prices at will and effect an agreement 
with European producers ' as has 
the 


American Tobacco company with the Im- 
perial Tobacco company of England and 
now a company with $50,000,000 capital 
has been formed to control the rest of 
the world's trade in that product. Break 
up these concerns and nearly every fac- 
tory and bank in the country will, close. 


The total output of manufactured pro- 


ducts in 1000 was $13,400,400,143 and of 
that' the so called trusts produced 12y., 
per cent. The amount of wages paid out 
in WOO was $2,320,333,877 and employes 
in trust concerns only received S'/2 per 
cent of this sum. 


NON-PARTISAN COMMISSION. 


The remedy would be to appoint a per- 


manent, non-partisan expert tariff com- 
mission .sitting all the time, taking up t 


schedule by schedule, investigating into 
the needs of pvi~ ^notion of tb- ci)-'-1- 
and obtaining-an intelligent hearing bear' 
ing upon the lUiu'reuL aapi.<iu> ... \j._u 
imported and exported product.., Every- 
thing 'that can be taken out of politics 
should.be done so to the benefit of the 
country. 


REGARDING STATE ISSUES. 


"The last few minutes of Senator 
Spooner's" address'was confined to state 
topics. ' When he. declared in stentorian 
voice "I am a Republican," 
applause, 


hearjy in character was heard. He de- 
clared there was .no Republican party of 
the state'_ unless ;.they. were a party of 
the nation. Meii are nothing, principles 
everything. What worse folly than to 
turn the state over to the' Democrats. 
Vote the straight Republican ticket from 
governor down, 


Racine and Kenosha county voters were

Given Instructions as to What is 


Expected of Them 


NEW DUTIES ENTERED ON 


After Twenty Minutes Conference at 


White House They Go Into Ex- 


ecutive Session 


JUDGE GEORGE GRAY TO 


PRESIDE OVER SESSIONS 


Two Assistants Appointed to Help Recor- 


der in Work—Roosevelt Emphasizes 


Importance'of Task Be- 


fore Them. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The mem- 


bers of the strike arbitration! commission 
appointed by President Roosevelt met at 
the White House shortly after 10 o'clock 
this morning and went into conference 
with the president. E. E; Clark, presi- 
dent of the Order of Railway Conductors 
was the first member of the commission 
to arrive. He reached the White House 
at exactly 10 o'clock. Bishop Spalding 
accompanied by Dr.- D. J. Stafford of 
this'city, was the next to put in an ap- 
.pearance. Gen. Wilson who arrived a 
moment later, was- followed byvlhos H. 
Watkins and Carroll D.-Wright,-the re- 
corder of the commission.1 Then came 
E. W. Parker, the mining expert.1 Judge 
Gray of the United'States district cojirt, 
•was the last member to reach the White 
Housed - With his arrival the commission 
was complete. Several of'the members 
had never before met; The introductions 
were made in Secretary Cortelyou's of- 
fice and immediately thereafter the com- 
mission ascended the stairs to the pres- 
ident's reception room. 


GREETED BY PRESIDENT. 


The president greeted the members of 


the commission cordially. The interview 
was brief, lasting scarcely twenty min- 
utes. The work to be done by the com- 
mission was informally discussed. The 
president impressed upon . the commis- 
sion the irapoortance of expedition and 
informed them that he Imd decided to 
appoint two assistants to the recorder 
to facilitate the work/ 


OUTLINES COMMISSION'S WORK. 
He then presented to them their in- 


structions as follows: 


White House, Washington, Oct. 23, 


1002. 
To the Anthracite 
Coal 
Strike 


Commisison: 
Gentlemen—At 
the 
re- 


quest both of the operators and of the 
miners I have appointed you a commis- 
sion to inquire into, consider and pass 
upon the questions in controversy in con- 
nection with the strike in the anthra- 
cite region and the causes out of which 
the controversy arose. By the action 
j-ou recommend, which the parties in in- 
terest have in advance consented to abide 
by,'you will endeavor to establish the 
relations between the employers and the 
iwage workers in the anthracite fields on 
a Just and permanent basis, und, as far 
as possible to do away with, any cause 
for the recurrence of such difficulties as 
'those which you have, been called in to 
settle. I submit to you herewith the 
published statement of the operators, fol- 
lowing which I named you as the mem- 
bers of the commission, Mr. Wright be- 
ing -named as recorder; also the letter 
from Mr. Mitchell. 


I appoint Mr. Mosely and Mr. Neil as 


assistants to the recorder.

ments of the operators. The members 
of the commission withdrew in a body. 
When they left-the White House, they 
declined to comment upon their inter- 
view.

UNCLE SAM'S NEWEST WARSHIPS. 


It is the opinion of competent judges 


that - in the newly designed ships 
the 


Louisiana and the Connecticut, the Unit- 
ed States will have two of the greatest 
warships ever built. Together with the 
British nhips—the Edward VII., the Com- 
monwealth and the Dominion—they will 
comprise the five largest warships in the 
world. The Oregon and its sister ships 
had batteries of four .thirteen-inch and 
eight eight-inch guns, but the Connecti- 
cut and.Louisiana will mount a, battery 
which is so ..heavy as to place these ves- 
sels practically in a class by themselves: 
Each 
carries' four 
twelve-inch, eight 


eight-inch, twelve seven-inch and twen- 
ty three-inch guns. '.The next most pow- 
erfully armed, vessel is probably the Ed- 
ward YII. She also, carries four twelve- 
inch, but instead'of the'eight eight-inch 
she is armed with four 9.2-inch guns. 
This, of course, is a much more power- 
ful weapon than the eight-inch gun, but 
the rapidity of fire from the eight eight- 
inch, that is to say, will be so much 
greater that there will be far more like- 
lihood of getting in an effective blow. 


It is the broadside battery of twelve 


seven-inch, guns, however, that is believ- 
ed to render the Connecticut so much 
"more..powerful'than the Edward VII., 
which carries only ten six-inch against 
the greater number of seven-inch. An 
increase of an inch in caliber, when you 
get to the size of .a six-inch, means a 
great increase in power. Furthermore, 
the Connecticut will carry twenty of the 
three-inch guns, as against ten or twelve 
"of the same caliber carried by the latest 
British battleships.

Senator -John C. Spooner held an im- 


mense audience at the opera house last 
evening in wrapt attention nearly two 
lours and a half listening to a clear cut 
cxpoiition of Republicanism.

Two cooks do all of" the cooking, 
and the-, low price is soon expected to 
include the cost of laundering table 
linen."

Food for the Aged.—Food for 
the 


aged, according to a prominent English 
authority, should consist in the main of 
fruits and vegetables, as the acids dis- 
solve out the lime salts from the tissues, 
and o prevent too early stiffness of the 
of the joints and other parts. Tea and 
coffee are best avoided, as they cause 
paralysis, or want of proper control over 
the limbs. Pork- veal, cneese and much 
flesh food must be avoided, as a, heavy 
meal of any of these foods is liable to 
induce a stroke of apoplexy. All food 
shiuld be simple, plainly cooked and tak- 
en in great moderation, lest the digestive 
organs be overtaxed. Breakfast may con- 
sist of-porridge and milk, hole wheai 
bread and milk, or whole wheat bread 
nnd fruit and a cup of cocoa or milk. 
Dinners may consist of vegetable soiip, 
and bread, macaroni, vegetables and some 
simple plainly cooked non-flesh dish. For 
desert stewed fruit and bread, or plain 
rice, sago, tapioca or macaroni puddings. 
If esh or fish is oaten it should be of 
the most digestible ki:.uls, as lean beef 
or mutton, or boiled or baked white- 
meated fish, and then in moderation. Bet- 
ter than meat are vegetables flavored 
•with the gravy. Supper may consist of 
•whole meat, bread and fruit, or boiled 
onions, celery or beet root, and a cup of 
cocoa or rnilk and water. Food should 
not be taken for at least three hours be- 
fore going to bed.

yeast is poured out wipe the neck of the 
bottle carefully, screw on the cover and 
return to the cellar. 
When ready to 


make bread again, simply repeat the pro- 
cess, adding each time two cupfuls of 
potato water and a half eupful of sugar. 
In this way the yeast is perpetually re- 
newed, and may be kept 
indefinitely. 


Bread made with this yeast is particu- 
larly sweet and moist, and keeps a long 
time.

Soak half an ounce of gela- 
tin in a little cold milk and dissolve it 
by heating. When the chocolate boils, 
mix all together, stirring until the choco- 
late is quite dissolved- Let the mixture 
cool, then 'add two beaten eggs and stir 
occasionally till all thickens. Pour into 
a mold'and stand till cold. Turn out to 
serve and pour custard round. 


Japanese Fritters.—Cut stale baker's 


bread into inch slices, then into fingers, 
trimming off all crust. Make a batter 
with four tablaspoonfuls of cold -water, 
one half of a cupful of flour, one-quarter 
of a teaspoonful of salt, one-half of a 
teaspoonful of sugar, one tablespoonful 
of melted butter and one egg, the white 
and yolk beaten separately. Dip the 
bread into the batter, turning to thor- 
oughly coat it, then fry golden brown in 
smoking hot fat. Drain on unglazed pa- 
per, dust with powdered sugar and serve 
very hot. In place of the above batter, 
a mixture of two eggs and three-quarters 
of a cupful of milk may be used, basting 
it over the bread until the latter is thor- 
oughly soaked, -then roll in fine stale cake 
crumbs and fry.

When this question 
has "been decided officially .by the presi 
dent the construction of the canal will 
begin immediately after the appoint- 
of a commission to carry on this great 
undertaking. 


No further -. legislation 
is 
necessary, 


but the senate will be required to pass 
on a treaty in which will be incorporat- 
ed all the provisions of the law author- 
izing the canal. If the Nicaraguan route 
should have been selected, the diplomat- 
ic negotiations would be conducted with 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua, instead of 
with Colombia. Bonds to the amount of 
§135,000,000 probably will he sold by the 
government so as to secure funds with 
which to pay for the canal. The bond 
sale has not yet been decided upon.

A REVOLUTIONARY VETERAN 


TJstlo* Grove Claims the Laat Earthly 


Keating Place of a Soldier of the 


War of Independence. 


SIr;JD.^f. Collar of Kansasville, a visitor 


in Bacine Friday, said to a Journal rep- 
resentative that it was not generally 
knovfn a revolutionary soldier was bur- 
ied in the cemetery at Union Grove. The 
name of the dead hero is Phinneas Cad- 
well, and who lacked hut twenty days of 
being one hundred years of age at the 
time of his death in February, 1857. This 
revolutionary soldier of whose early-lus- 
torv but is little known, served seven 
•vears in the army under General Wash-

SUICIDES IN .JAIL CELL 


Wild Animal Trainer, Deserted by 


Wife After Being Sentenced 


Tires of Life. 


BALTIMORE. Oct. 24.—Arthur Spen- 


cer recently sent to the Maryland peni- 
tentiary for 15 years for burglary, and 
whose case excited general public inter- 
est on account of his being well known 
throughout the country as a wild ani- 
mal trainer, committed suicide today by 
hanging'himself in his cell. 


Just before his conviction 'Spencer had 


married a young _woman. in Cincinnati 
who discovered after his, 'incarceration 
that he -was not a white 'man, having a 
light strain of negro blood :in his veins, 
whereupon.she deserted him and return- 
ed to her home-in Cincinnati. Spencer 
left a note addressed to the warden say- 
ing he had killed himself because his 
his wife did'not remain true to him. 


Stevens, of Chicago, a freight brakeman, 
fell under a train, his .head was crushed 
to a shapeless mass and body mangled. 
The accident happened at the West 
street crossing and there was a narrow 
escape fro ma bad collision. 


Stevens was braking an a train bound 


south. Conductor F. B. Reed was in 
charge. The train stopped to set out a 
car loaded with freight for Racine. The 
fast beer train was coming behind.

was customary to flag this train when 
the 
head train stopped. Stevens was 


sent back to do the flagging and that 
was the last seen of him alive.

THE THREE PROPOSED CONSTITU- 


TIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


Evening Wisconsin: Three 
proposed- 


constitutional amendments will he voted 
upon by the people of Wisconsin at the 
approaching state election. 


One of these proposes to amend article 


XI. in such a manner as to give the leg- 
islature power to enact a general bank- 
ing law for the creation of banks and for 
the regulation and supervision of the 
banking Business, provided that the vote 
of two-thirds of all the members elected 
to each house, to be taken by yeas and 
nays, be in favor of the passage of sucli 
a law. 


The adoption of this amendment seems 


to be necessary in order to secure a 
banking law adapted to the modern con- 
ditions of business. The recent exper- 
ience in the futile attempt to enact such 
a law under the system of popular ref- 
erendum for which the constitution pro- 
vides in t»he celebrated "Banking Arti- 
cle," teaches that the referendxim is prac- 
tical only in cases where simple proposi- 
tions are sumhitted for the people's aye_ 
or 
no. The. poopie have no way 
of 


amending a proposed banking law but to 
send it back to the legislature for re- 
vision. The legislature to which it is 
thus returned when-rejected by the peo- 
ple's votes is another than the one which 
framed the proposed law, and may not 
feel enough interest in it to take it up 
and carry it forward. In case a legisla- 
ture were to do this, the proposed law 
would again have to go before the people 
for their ratification or rejection. Condi- 
tions have altered since the adoption of 
the constitution. The Wisconsin believes 
that 
the requirement of a 
two-thirds 


vote in each house in favor of a .banking 
law, the members voting by aye or nay, 
would be adequate as a safeguard 
against the enactment of a vicious law.

communication. No political committee, 
and no member or employe thereof, no 
candidate for and no incumbent of any 
office or position under the constitution 
or laws, or under any ordinance of any 
town or municipality of this state, shall 
uo!- for, or accept, from any person, as- 
sociation, co-partnership, or corporation, 
or use. in aiTy manner, or for o.ny pur- 
pose, any free pass or frank, or auy 
pririlp.Efe" withhold from any person, for 
the traveling accommodation or trans- 
prota-tion of'any person or property, or 
the transmission of any message or com- 
munication. Any 
violation of_ any 
of 


the above provisions shall be bribery and 
be punished as provided by law, and if 
any officer or any member of the legis- 
lature be guilty thereof, his office shall 
become vacant. No person within the 
purview of this act shall be privileged 
from testifying in relation to anything 
therein prcflii'blted; and no person hav- 
ing so testified shall be liable to any 
prosecution or punishment for any of- 
fense concerning which he was required 
to give bis testimony or produce any 
documentary 
evidence.
